Secretary of War George Dern, who 
represented President Roosevelt at the 
inaugural ceremonies yesterday, sail- 
ed for the United States on the Ches- 
ter at 6:30 a. m. today (5:30 p. m. 
Fridy, eastern standard time). 

President Manuel Quezon, inaugu- 
rated to guide the destinies of 14,- 
000,000 people at colorful ceremonies 
preceding his occupancy of the pal-| 
ace, was known to be in sympathy 
with Murphy’s liberal views. 

Some of the political offenders freed 
had been in prison for a decade. They 
were members of the Colorum secret 
society of Surigao province. Others 
were communists and the remainder 
were Sakdalistas, imprisoned for par- 
ticipation in an extremist uprising 
last May in which 60 persons were 
killed.

‘leading experts on rule decisions. 
3 In the pena of the year Mr. Jack- 
son is called upon by letter or by 
phone—or in person—to answer sev- 
eral thousand queries where rules are 
eoneerned and arguments develop. 

You'd be surprised to know how 
| many times A and B get into one of 
‘these rule debates, rushing to Mr. John 
| Jackeon or to Mr. Innis Brown—or to 
‘both—for an opinion that will unravel 
the tangle. 

“There is one thing,” Mr. Jackson 
said recently, “about which we could 
use much more publicity. [ am reter- 
ring here to sportsmanship and to 
golfing ethics. No halfway decent play- 
er is supposed to cheat. But that is 
only a part of the program we need.

He says that 
pattern baldness is “dominant” in 
men and “recessive” (but does not 
show up) in women. In this respect, 
it is similar to inheritance of horns 
in certain sheep and deer—males have 
them, but females do not; yet the fe- 
males pass them on to their male off- 
spring. Likewise, women with heavy 
heads of hair may pass baldness on 
to their sons. It is obvious, even toe 
the unscientific, that baldness runs in 
families.
